POME POINTS ON CARVING. 
A gentleman should not only know 
som ething on sauces, but also the proper 
way to carve different meats, game and 
poultry. 
Nowadays too many hosts are 
obliged when they entertain to appeal to 
some one of their guests for assistance in 
carving, som ething th at may be annoying 
to the former and certainly is troublesome 
to the latter. 
T he first thing to be seen 
to by those who wish to carve well, is that 
they have the right kinds and sizes of forks 
and carving knives, and th at the knives are 
well sharpened and the forks strong and 
well pointed. 
In order to carve well it is 
well to stand up, and as the pieces are cut 
off they should be placed collectively on a 
dish to be handed round the table, so th at 
each person may select the piece th a t he or 
she prefers. 
“A ny one can serve fish.” we often hear 
rem arked. 
Of course, but how does it look 
when pulied to pieces? 
To serve a trout, 
m ark w ith a fish knife a line starting from 
th e head and extending w ithin two inches 
of the tail, and then draw other lines start­ 
ing from this one and running to the sides 
of the fish. 
A salmon is served in the same 
way as a trout, w hile blue fish should be 
divided longitudinally; then remove the 
large bone and cut the fish into pieces in 
such a way as to give each person a portion 
of back and belly. 
Barbels are served in 
the same way as a trout, and chub the same 
as pike. 
N early every man you meet carves a leg 
of m utton badly, anil yet its tenderness 
almost always depends upon the way the 
slices are cut oil. 
There are two ways of 
doing this. 
W hen you see th at the leg is 
from a sheep of good breed, and th at it is 
really 
tender, take 
hold of it by the 
knuckle with th e ‘left hand, and then cut 
th e slices perpendicularly from the joint 
to the bone of the fillet; then remove the 
muscle from the knuckle, next turn the 
leg over and slice off the back portion. 
F or this essentially prim itive way of carv­ 
ing gourmets substitute carving by curvili­ 
near slices, which renders the piece more 
succulent. 
B ut neither of the ways of 
carviDg a leg of mutton should he resorted 
to except when the meat is of the best 
quality and of great tenderness. 
In other 
cases the best wav to proceed is to cut 
horizontally instead of perpendicularly— 
th at is, cut oil'the slices parallel with the 
bone; the slices should be cut very thin, 
and when a sufficient number have been 
sliced off you should plunge the fork into 
w hat remains of the leg several times and 
let the gravy run over them. A few drops 
of lemon juice and a little pepper and salt 
added will improve the flavor amazingly. 
Americans have much to learn about 
carving game. 
The wild duck is not al­ 
ways a tender bird, and i t can be made 
tolerably tough in the kitchen. A canvas- 
back duck should never be cooked less 
than fifteen nor more than eighteen m in­ 
utes, and then in a very hot oven. 
It 
should be carved in slices, and in cutting 
the wings and thighs are sacrificed. 
Most 
wild ducks should be served so underdone 
th at blood will run when they are sliced 
u p ; the juice of two lemons should be 
squeezed in their blood ; also add a few 
drops of oil, a little salt and some pepper, 
after which let the slices soak for some 
m inutes in the gravy thus prepared before 
they are handed around. 
In the case of 
teal duck there is no need of cutting off 
the leg- and wings. 
A woodcock should 
not ia- drawn ; w hat drops from it when 
cooking should be caught on a toasted 
piece of bread on which the bird is to lie 
served, seasoned with salt, pepper and 
lemon juice. 
In carving, first remove the 
legs and w ings; then divide the hody 
lengthwise. 
The wing is the most delicate 
morsel, but the thighs have more flavor. 
Do not throw away the legs and bones un­ 
less you wish to commit high culinary 
treason. 
Mashed in a m ortar, they will 
form a puree that will give an excellent 
flavor to a black gravy wluch you ought 
to serve with the bird. 
French gourmets 
inclose the head of th is bird in a coating of 
tallow, broil over a caudle flame and then 
eat it. 
I t is only a m outhful, but it is a 
divine morsel. 
Snipe should be cut in two 
longitudinally. 
To carve a partridge, first 
remove the right leg and wing, then those 
on the other side, and next divide the 
body in two 
lengthwise. 
Only young 
partridges should be roasted ; the older 
birds are better made up in salmis or 
stews. 
Q uail is best served in a thin &!ice 
of bacon and inclosed in a grape leaf. 
It 
is also cut in two, like real reed or rail 
birds, and larks may be treated in the 
same way. 
T H E FIR ST TU RK EY 
Ever seen in France was served up on the 
26th of November, 1570, on the occasion 
of the m arriage of Charles IX and Eliza­ 
beth of A ustria. 
There are more ways 
than one of serving a turkey. One way is 
to cut from the breast square slices, and 
proceed in the same way w ith all the 
fleshy parts of the bird. 
Though this is 
an easy way for the carver, it has the 
drawback of allowing all the natural 
grevy to escape and leave all the most deli- 
cace morsels clinging to the carcass. 
Or 
you may remove the legs separately, place 
them to one side, and then do the same 
w ith the wings, but cut them up in pieces 
of suitable size; next cut off the white 
meat as close to the carcass as possible, 
and lastly break up the carcass. 
A third 
way, after the wings have been removed, 
is to break the carcass above the crupjier, 
which remains attached to the legs and 
forms 
sort of hood, vulgarly called the 
“ bishop's cup.” 
This is a good way to 
serve. 
Carve when there are only a few 
persons a t the table; if the guests are 
• numerous the second way is the liest. 
Chickens snd capons are served very much 
the same way as turkeys. 
The legs make 
two pieces, the wings three, the white 
m eat is left in whole slices and the car­ 
cass is separated into six pieces. 
Chickens and capons are much improved 
by the use of truffles, hut truffles cannot be 
obtained everywhere. 
Moliere owed the 
title of one of his masterpieces to truffles. 
1 H e was dining at C hantilly w ith the 
Prince tie Conde and the ¡Secretary of the 
Papal N uncio—a purple-faced, red-nosed 
monk, who never opened his mouth except 
to fill it w ith food. T he only thing he 
said during the repast was when the sec­ 
ond course came on, and then, clasping his 
hands in great delight at the sight of a 
great dish of truffles, he exclaimed, “Tar- 
toffalli, tartoffalli”— the Italian name for 
this tuber. 
H is sensual ecstacy impressed 
the word on M oliere's memory, and out of 
it he made tlie name o; Tartufle, which he 
gave to i»is celebrated personation of sanc­ 
timonious hypocrisy. 
Rossini was also exceedingly fond of 


truffles. One day, w hile dining w ith V ictor 
Hugo, seeing the poet m ixing them up on 
his plate w ith vegetables and gravy and 
m eat of a ragout, he could not repress a 
pained exclamation. 
“W hat is the m at­ 
ter?” asked th e host. 
“As a poet 1 ad­ 
m ire you,” answered his illustrious maestro, 
“but as an eater I despise you.” 
To have 
truffles and bananas as cheap as potatoes 
was an utopia which Balzac tried to realize 
at his country house; and Byron once 
called truffles “edible roses.” 
A goose is carved the same as wild duck 
(this is also the case w ith a tame duck), 
and should be served up with turnips or 
olives. 
I t should be sufficiently well done 
for it to be possible to carve it w ith a 
spoon or the point of a knife. 
Pigeon, 
when roasted, are divided into four pieces. 
W hen no company is present, the most 
equitable way is to cut a pigeon in two 
longitudinally. 


HOW TO PROLONG L IFE . 
How to prolong hum an life is a ques­ 
tion of personal interest to every man, and 
the duty of m aking an attem pt to do so is 
one th a t particularly rests w ith the medi­ 
cal profession. 
W hen an individual has 
attained to full development and sound 
health—say at forty—the expectancy of 
life may be twenty-five or thirty years; for 
the individual there are great risks, but 
with the aggregate of m ankind such ques­ 
tions may be calculated w ith business-like 
accuracy. 
There are two great factors 
which concern the prolongation of life— 
the inheritance and the conditions which 
make up a life history of the individual. 
The inheritance of longevity from one or 
bath parents is a powerful lactor, and one 
th at carries great w eight w ith life insur­ 
ance companies. 
T h at is a more im port­ 
ant factor than an infancy free from weak­ 
ness, provided the infantile ailm ents be 
dependent upon tem porary conditions of 
defective nutrition, or conditions incident 
to the stages of development only. 
The 
late Em peror W illiam , and many other 
public men of great age and useful life, 
illustrate th at a feeble youth may be fol­ 
lowed by a robust and prolonged life. 
Even conditions of infant marasmus may 
be followed by subsequent good develop­ 
m ent, as in the case of Sir Isaac N ew ­ 
ton. 
I now proceed to speak of average peo­ 
ple for “a perfect m an” can hardly be said 
to exist. 
I shall consider average people, 
especially as we see them in town life, and 
the special conditions I desire to note are 
the habits, diet and the wear of life. 
There is no doubt as to the habit of life 
affecting longevity; 
temperance in all 
things, in activity and in restraint, in reg­ 
ularity in morning rising and in work, as 
well as in resting and sleeping ; uniform 
industry is as conducive to health as is 
regularity in diet. 
The acquisition of 
regularity in habits is largely due to early 
training, and in this way a wisely-directed 
school system probably does much to form 
a sound and steady-acting nerve system, 
such as gives the man a prolonged "phys­ 
ical health. 
From the period of infancy 
and upward a sound and w ell-knit brain 
has much to do with the permanence o fa 
healthy constitution. 
T he relation of diet 
to longevity has often been discussed. 
I 
can only say th at the diet should be | 
adapted, in quality and in kind, to the 
work of the individual, while such articles 
as tobacco, alcohol and tea, if used at all, 
should be employed in moderation by such 
as care for a stable constitution anil pro­ 
longed life. 
Passing over such im portant 
considerations, as being fam iliar to most 
of us, I come to the great question of 
wear in life—the outcome of the frictions 
of life which all must meet with, more or 
les«. 
The various factors at work, espe­ 
cially in town life, m ake im pm sions on 
the brain which lead to fatigue and pre­ 
m ature wear. 
The strong-brained indi­ 
vidual may not be h u rt thereby; the 
weaker man is exhausted by such constant 
impressions from w ithout, and a second 
generation under such influences is likely 
to sutler, through loss of tone and vitality 
in cell structures, rather in actual stature 
or measurement. 
tfity life necessarily produces a series of 
impressions, and calls for constant exertion. 
The laws of sanitation and hygiene should, 
then, l>e most carefully studied. It is very 
desirable to have w hat quiet is possible 
during brain work, and the necessity of 
proper ventilation as a means of m aintain­ 
ing mental energy is well known. 
It 
m ight lessen lirain wear in many offices if 
electric lighting were substituted for gas 
illum ination. Good digestion is essential 
to continued work w ith good lasting power. 
Late rising and a still more hurried lunch­ 
eon and rush back to work, followed, at 
the conclusion of the day, by a heavy meal 
when the man is worried often tend"to ex­ 
haustion, as much as the unavoidable 
pressure of business. 
I t is most rational 
after heavy brain work to partake of light 
refreshment, and then rest for half an 
hour before dinner; thu§ the power of d i­ 
gestion and social enjoyment are restored 
to the man. 
Probably the chief means of 
preparing a man to withstand the wear of 
business life is by a careful training, both 
physical and m ental, before he enters 
upon the strain and wear of business. 
One means of obtaining longevity is liy 
training the child wisely. 
Many a pre­ 
m ature break-down in health is due to 
that want of prem ature exercise which 
would not be neglected bv the athlete 
without serious results. 


SCRAP-BOOKS. 
I advise every boy and girl to keep a 
scrap-book. 
If you are 10, or 15, or 20 
years of age, keep a scrap-book. 
Let me 
tell you why and how. 
H undreds of 
things you read and see 
you 
would 
like to keep, but if you lay them away 
you will never be able to find them when 
you want them . 
W hen I was a girl I 
never had sense enough to keep a scrap­ 
book. 
I began some, but did not keep on 
long. 
My memory was good, but I can now 
remember many things that I cannot re­ 
member. 
W hat I mean is this : I remem­ 
ber reading a beautiful piece of poetry, of 
which two or three lines I can recall, but 
the whole I can’t recollect. In many cases 
1 do not remember the name of the writer. 
I have seen many fine pictures in maga­ 
zines and papers th at would now be valu­ 
able. 
Some I cut out, but they are lost. 
Charm ing stories, wise remarks, proverbs, 
directions for doing a great manv useful 
and curious things are also lost. 
So much 
do I feel sure th at I have lost that I would 
give $50 apiece for the scrap-books of each 
and every year th a t I m ight have made 
from the time I was 10 years old till I be­ 
gan to preserve things only a few years 
hack. 
If you have no scrap-book, get one and 
put in it whatever pleases you. 
If you have 
one and have not completed it, take it up 
again. 
I assure you that you will lie very 
glad afterwards. 
You can buy one very 
cheap. 
Some require paste, but the one 
invented by M ark Twain and sold in all 
book 
stores, is arranged 
like postage 
stamps. 
All you have to do is to wet it 
and lay on what you wish to save. 
If you have the troney, get one of this 
kind. 
It is cleaner and less troublesome. 
The others, however, will do well enough. 
A bottle of mucilege is all you need. Only 
you must lie careful not to drop any of the 
sticky stuff on the pages, or they will stick 
together: when you open them , the sur­ 
face of the paper will pull oft’ and deface 
the reading. 
If vou have not money to buy a scrap­ 
book or do not live where they are sold, 
one may tie made by taking any old, use­ 
less book and cutting two leaves out of 
every three down th e back, but not close 
enough to cause the book to come to 
pieces. 
Then one of the rem aining leaves 
you can paste, using both sides. 
This will 
make three thicknesses, aud the book will i 
close as before. 
I t is a good idea to kee¡* the scrap-book 
handy. 
W hen you cut out anything lay 
j it in until a convenient tim e topaste them 
. all in. 
But the best way is to paste the 
I cutting when it is found.

OPEH RIYER BATHS. 


RELIC OF PRIMITIVE TIMES IN NEW 
YORK SOCIAL LIFE. 


Th e J o lly Tim es Enjoyed by Men and 


W om en Bathers in E ast R iv e r - 


Fun and Life. 


Few sights in New Y ork have in them 
more of the picturesque and unconven­ 
tional than the view of th e open baths 
along East river. 
These resorts are a 
natural evolution from the conditions pre­ 
vailing when boys and men bathed freely 
and w ithout police molestation, at any 
point along th e shore 
pre-empted 
by 
trade. 
W hen th e 
wharves 
thickened 
and th e bathers found their shore more 
and more restricted, riparian owners here 
and there turned the new situation to 
profit. 
Police regulations required th at 
no person should bathe w ithout a breech- 
clout. 
T his regulation, combined w ith a 
growing scarcity of bathing shores, made 
the riparian owners masters of the situa­ 
tion. 
A bit of shore 
unsuitable 
for 
wharves could be converted into a bathing 
place. 
Accordingly, owners or renters 
here and there along the shore far up 
town constructed rude wharves and built 
little shelters where bathers could dress 
and undress. 
There was a small charge 
for towels and breechdouts, and thus a 
bathing resort was created. 
Some of these resorts have become im ­ 
mensely popular. 
They open about the 
middle of J une and are kept running at 
least until the first of September, and 
later if the season permits. 
A t the height 
of the season thousands of men, women 
and children enjoy the baths. 
The m an­ 
agement is simple and almost prim itive. 
The bather deposits his valuables, pays 
his fee, obtains a ticket, and, presenting it 
at another window, receives a key to the 
disrobing closet, a breechclout and’ towels. 
The closets are tiny little holes, three by 
four feet, and about seven feet high. They 
stand side by side, separated by rude 
plank partitions. 
A bit of barbed wire is 
run along each transom so th at no thief 
can get in and steal the bather’s clothiDg. 
Each bather comes forth naked, save for a 
gingham breechclout covering him from 
waist half way to knees. 
Each man locks 
his closet door and ties his key w ith the 
string of his breechclout. 
Each key has 
a block of wood for a floater, so th at the 
key shall not be lost if it be loosed while 
the bather is swimming. 
The women and girls dress in a little 
covered pavilion set upon the water, and 
arranged with small bath closets opening 
w ithin the pavilion itself. 
Those women 
w ho are too tim id or too modest to bathe 
in the open river can flounder about in the 
little parallelogram of w ater surrounded 
by the pavilion. 
A t the same time thor­ 
oughly respectable young women bathe 
here openly, modestly clad in garments 
th at rise high about the neck and descend 
in skirts rather more than h alf way from 
knee to ankle. The women engaged as 
swimming teachers are a little less scru­ 
pulous about the m atters of dress, and a 
few of the bathers do not disdain an exhi­ 
bition of charm s th at makes them the sub­ 
jects of gossip. 
For the most part, how­ 
ever, all is seemly and modest enough. 
Some of the best swimmers are women, 
and there are amusing struggles in the 
water between girls and men. 
There is no 
end of splashing, screaming and laughter. 
Logs, roped together, shut in the bath­ 
ers from the open river, but hundreds ven­ 
ture beyond the inclosure and swim well 
into the stream. 
The tide is exceedingly 
strong here, however, and every summer 
there are heroic rescues. 
Every few weeks 
a w ritten notice, tacked up in some con­ 
spicuous place, tells how a grateful bather 
has given a gold watch or some other evi­ 
dence of gratitude to the man who rescued 
him from danger. 
W ithin its inclosure, 
however, there is little or no risk. 
Good nature seems to be the prevailing 
characteristic of the bathers. 
T lie A re of 
every sort, from poor to rich, but, tor the 
most part, respectable and orderly. 
There 
are boisterous games of leapfrog on the 
platforms, contests in diving, and no end of 
friendly guying. 
Every one is too busy 
enjoying the fun to stare at a stranger, or 
in any way disturb the pleasure of those 
who do not take part in the prevalent 
horseplay. 
There is little profanity or 
vulgarity, and even the women are not 
greatly annoyed by the staring of the male 
bathers. 
A few habitues have special bath 
closets of their own, and some bring towels 
and breechdouts. 
The baths are most crowded between 4 
and 6 in the afternoon. 
A hot midsum­ 
mer day brings hundreds to each bathing 
place between those hours. 
N othing can 
be more animated than these places at the 
crowded hours. 
Scores of boys and men 
hurry to aud fro, their w hite bodies drip­ 
ping with salt water and glistening in the 
sunshine. The water itself is greeD, cool 
and dear. 
From the bluff overlooking 
the place the whole scene is visible. 
The 
women seem indifferent to the fact th at a 
spectator so placed can look right into the 
pavilion where they paddle about in drip­ 
ping garments. 
A t one of these bathing 
places the bluff is occupied by a beer gar­ 
den, where scores of men, women and chil­ 
dren gather to drink beer, enjoy the salt 
air and watch the bathers. The spot is up 
among the East Side breweries and the 
visitors are in large part Germans. Every­ 
body awaits with interest the passage of 
the great Sound steamers, and then the 
bathers go out to ride the waves thrown 
up by the paddle wheels. 
There are 
cheers and waving of handkerchiefs from 
the steamers’ decks and answering cheers 
from cliff and water. 
Nobody seems con­ 
cerned that the men are more than half 
naked, th at the womens’ arms are bare to 
the shoulder-point and their ankles inno­ 
cent of stockings. 
The scene at the pas­ 
sage of the steamers is wonderfully inspir­ 
iting. 
E verything seems in motion. 
The 
waters glisten and crinkle beneath the 
brilliant sunlight, the band plays in the 
beer garden, the trees and grass of Black­ 
well’s Island rustle in the wind, and the 
bathers shout and clap their hauds. 
It is 
all delightfully refreshing after the hor­ 
rors of a hot day down town. 
After all is 
over there is time for a soothing fifteen 
minutes of beer and gossip on the grass 
above.

picked up without the most diligent study 
and constant training in all the technical­ 
ities of such a great, noble aud developing 
study. 
To say th at few pictures stand out from 
the Royal Academy Exhibition as being 
of trauscendent m erit—as “ transcendent 
m erit” goes nowadays—is not necessarily 
to disparage the exhibition as a whole. It 
proves merely th at there is no great differ­ 
ence between the best and the vast mass of 
the second best; and while the circum­ 
stances may argue, to borrow a theatrical 
simile, the absence of “ stars,” it may 
equally denote the relative superiority of 
the surrounding work. 
Lord Rosebery in bis dining-room at 
Berkeley square has given the place of 
honor to a portrait of George W ashington 
recently acquired. 
It is by Gilbert Stuarl, 
aud is one of the only two genuine por­ 
traits now existing painted from life. This 
particular picture was painted by Stuart 
upon the commission of Lord Sherburne 
and Bates, about the year 1796. 
It is a 
picture as well as a portrait, showing 
W ashington standing by 
an arm chair, 
from which he has apparently risen, his 
black velvet coat and breeches, with lace 
ruffles at the neck, and silver buckles on 
the shoes, standing out well against the 
dark red velvet w ith which the arm chair 
is draped.

ence, its history, all that is known of its 
spirit and manipulation, must be carefully 
studied and appropriated, and at the same 
tim e the general influence of the literary 
life in its subjective asjiect, philosophy, 
poetry, history, all that widens and deep­ 
ens the character and gives it dignity and 
th at purpose which is one of the most im­ 
portant elements of morality.

Of the many stum bling blocks which 
bar the way to the young playw right 
struggling for fame, the biggest is the 
“long run.” 
I t is bad enough to have to fight against 
the inadequacy of actors, the prestige of 
dead authors, the irresponsibility of de­ 
lusive managers. 
B ut it is far worse, far more hopeless to 
butt your head against a “run.” To be told 
th at “it is impossible to consider your play 
at present, owing to the continued success 
of M r. So-and-So’s domestic dram a.” 
make 
money in 


the road” and 
may succeed at 


The playwright may 
several ways. 
H is plays may go “on 
prove profitable. 
They 
unfashionable theaters. 
Or, like “Beau 
Brummel,” they may be “put on” at one of 
the leading houses outside the regular sea­ 
son, and winged w ith metropolitan ap­ 
proval may go out into the uncertainties 
of w hat we rath er too disdainfully, per­ 
haps, are accustomed to call the provinces, 
and there repeat the success scored at the 
Madison Square, the Lyceum or Palm er’s. 
Fam e (or shall we say celebrity ?) has 
been won w ithin the last year, too, at the­ 
aters which, like the Star and the Union 
Square— if they have not the prestige of 
Daly’s, or the Lyceum, or the Madison 
Square, where one is sure at least of a 
proper setting and a trained company— 
take a respectable rank in the list of dra­ 
m atic temples and are associated in our 
minds w ith old trium phs. 
But it is to the New York theaters 
boasting stock companies—there are only 
three of them as yet, putting aside the 
German theater—that tne playw right in 
America, and more particularly the Amer­ 
ican playw right, naturally looks for the 
consecration of his efforts. 
A t two of these— the Lyceum and the 
Madison Square—the detestable practice 
of giving long runs basso im planted itself 
th at their share in the development of the 
a rt of dram atic w riting has been virtually 
nil so far as the general guild of play­ 
w rights is concerned. 
Mr. Palm er’s little house has been mon­ 
opolized by a few foreign authors. 
Mr. 
Frohm an’s has, for six months at a time, 
been identified with the works of two by 
no means exceptionally gifted playmakers. 
Mr. Daly has, indeed, changed his bills 
oftener than either of his chief rivals, but 
it was less choice than necessity dictated 
his course. 
W hat chance had the American, or, for 
th at matter, the foreign playw right at the 
Madison Square last season in the face of 
the success of “A unt Jack J” 
Of what use would it have been for even 
a Dion Bo.ucicault1 or a Bronson Howard 
to knock at the Lyceum when “The Char­ 
ity Ball” was drawing good houses ? 
“No authors need apply,” m ight have 
been written over the doors of both thea­ 
ters last autum n. 
But there is a Nemesis for prosperous 
managers, as Mr. Palm er and Mr. Froh- 
man have discovered in London. 
They 
may evade the native suppliant on Broad­ 
way. 
They cannot escape his British 
brethren. 
I t was with a grim sense of satisfaction 
I read the other day, says a New York 
Herald writer, of the crowds of dram atists 
who are besiging the great A. M. and the 
great Daniel in London. 
Of the deluge 
of manuscripts, the persistent callers, the 
merciless correspondents th at beset them. 
And they need not complain. 
For, after 
all, there have been more persecuted peo­ 
ple. 
Did yon ever hear how Baron Taylor, 
when he was acting as the Royal Commis­ 
sioner charged with the exam ination of 
plays sixty years ago in Paris, was pur­ 
sued into his bath one morning by a dra­ 
m atic 
fiend 
who 
insisted on reading 
through five acts of a tragedy before 
he would consent to release him ? 
It was on issuing from his prolonged 
immersion th at day, by the by, th at Baron 
Taylor found a youug man named Dumas, 
waiting in his room by appointm ent, with 
the MS. of his first serious effort. 
And to 
the honor of Baron Taylor let it be re­ 
corded that, despite the direful experi­ 
ence of the tragic man, he had the courage 
to sit—or rather to lie, for he had gone to 
bed to warm him self—through the six or 
seven other acts of Dumas’ “Christine,” 
which stirred him to such enthusiasm th at 
he promised the stranger to get the play 
produced at the Franeais. 
Long runs bar out young talent. 
They 
damp young ardor. 
They injure gooil 
actors. 
They minimize the value of good 
theaters. 
They also enrich a few lucky writers and 
managers—at the expense of art. 
For however amusing or entertaining 
such plays as “A unt Jack ” and “The Char­ 
ity Ball” may be (I have found some­ 
thin;: to enjoy in each) 1 supjiose neither 
Mr. Palm er nor Mr. Frohm an are under 
the delusion th at art has much to gain 
from them. 
They know better. 
“ We are business men,” they m ight tell 
you. 
“ We have losses to recoup aud our 
livings to earn. 
W hen 
luck comes our 
way we make the most of it. Tanl pis for 
the hungry authors.” 
Nor can we, of course, shut our eyes to 
the business view of the question, seeing 
th at American managers have no subsi­ 
dies to fall back on like the directors of 
the State theaters in France, Germany and 
Russia. 
In those favored lands it is possible to 
put oil plays at a loss and keep them on— 
for the sake of art, the encouragement of 
playw rights and the joy of the delicate. 
Here it is not so. 
If we reject the principle of subsidizing 
our play-houses; if we have made up our 
minds that art needs no fostering; if we 
feel th at our American stage is so robust 
th at it can dispense w ith extraneous help 
and compete on equal terms w ith the 
stages abroad, which have been so labori­ 
ously and carefully nursed into prosperity; 
if we are content to let our budding 
Bourieaults wear out their hearts with 
waitiug while men of less talent but supe­ 
rior smartness grow rich and flourish; if 
we do not object to seeing good plays 
spoiled 
by incompetent actors; 
if we 
would as lief see Mrs. Booth as A unt Jack 
six or seven times as Mrs. Booth in six or 
seven different characters—then by all 
means let us ask no more of our managers 
and let us not m urm ur at long runs. 
Mr. Palm er makes money one season. 
But next year he may lose it. 
Mr. Froh­ 
man tills his house w ith “The Charity 
Ball” one winter. 
Can he be sure of the 
same luck another winter, and is it rea­ 
sonable to expect him to forego the cer­ 
tainty of profit for a possibility ? 
T hat is the commercial argument, which 
we are hound to consider, under the ex­ 
isting system of go-as-you-please and each- 
for-hiuiself. 
Do not make the mistake, however, of 
confounding it w ith non-commercial or 
artistic arguments. 
A rt has nothing to do w ith it. 
I t is 
business. 
It may please Mr. Frohm an to vary his 
prográmales. 
O r Mr. Palm er may think 
lie can afford to risk a few of the thou­ 
sands he has made on som ething more 
worthy of his actors, his theaters and liirn- 
j self than a farcial play, no m atter how 
arousing. 
I 
In this case, we should be grateful, for 


nothing in the world compels either gentle­ 
man to make such concessions. 
They have the most indisputable right 
to run th eir pieces through ten seasons if 
the public will stand it. 
They need pay 
no need to the hungry playwrights. They 
need not m ind frittering away their Agnes 
Booths and th eir Le Moynes and their 
Stoddards. 
“Business is business.” 
But do M r. Palm er and M r. Frohm an 
and Mr. Daly really see nothing more 
than business in their mission ? 
Can they have set themselves no higher 
task than to coin money and draw big 
houses ? 
Have they no sym pathy with the bud­ 
ding Boucicualts, the aspiring Howards, 
the sucking Sheridans, the 
despairing 
Dumas—no regard for the public which 
supports them so steadily and so patiently, 
even though it wearies of their plays and 
murmurs at their want of initiative ? 
I will not do them the injustice to be­ 
lieve it. 
One may have fallen away from his good 
resolutions for a time. 
Another may have 
been too tim id. 
The third may have been 
misguided. 
But there are reasons for thinking—and 
almost knowing—th at all mean excel­ 
lently. 
Tney will give us more plays and better 
plays next season, which of’ course must 
imply giving shorter runs. 
N either the 
A merican nor the foreign author shall be 
neglected. 
True m erit shall be recognized. 
“Frivol” shall make way for art. 
The 
public shall be moved, interested, perhaps 
edified, not merely tickled, as in the past. 
Mr. Palm er even speaks of a new stock 
company, new “stars” and a repertory. 
A repertory and a stock company at P al­ 
m er’s Theater! 
It sounds almost too good 
to be true, does it not ? 
But M r. Palm er 
seems in earnest. 
And if he is in earnest he m ight do 
worse than study the prospectus of the 
new theater which M. Antoine, of Thea- 
tre-Libre fame, talks of founding in Paris. 
I t will be the most rem arkable house in 
the world. 
I t will combine the comfort of our 
American theaters, the artistic elevation 
of the French State theaters, and the 
cheapness of the G erm an aud Italian the­ 
aters. 
_ Money is to be quite a secondary con­ 
sideration of the management. 
A ll play­ 
wrights who have anything new or true to 
tell will be given a careful and cheerful 
hearing. 
L iterary m erit will not be con­ 
sidered a crim e at the new theater if it is 
coupled with dram atic worth. 


H EN R Y n iX E Y COMING. 
H enry E. Dixey and his company of 
m erry players are now filling a very "suc­ 
cessful engagement at the Columbia Thea­ 
ter, Chicago. 
W ithin the past ten weeks 
he has played two consecutive engage­ 
ments of the “Seven Ages 
the first being 
at the Chicago Opera House. 
The “Seven 
Ages” is an entirely different performance 
than what would be imagined under its 
title from a burlesque organization, and 
the work of Mr. Dixey himself is conceded 
to be immeasurably above the average bur­ 
lesque methods. It is not a spectacle on the

T he Living Chxirch (P. E.) says: ‘*\Ve are 
glad to note the firm protest of th e C W A - 
tnan against the action of the Church Con­ 
gress Committee, in giving Howard Mc- 
Quearv a place on the programme. 
Mr. 
McQuearv, as the Living Church has shown, 
denies more than one article of the Apos- 
tjes’ Creed, in which faith he was bap­ 
tized, and for the teaching of which faith 
he took solemn vows, and was ordained a 
priest in the Church of God.” 
On the subject of Christian unity the 
Catholic Champion (P. E.) says: “ W ill the 
advocates of compromise be’ good enough 
to point out a single instance in which the 
surrender of a point of ai»ostolic doctrine 
or practice has promoted any sort of unity? 
lh e mistaken zeal of our evangelical 
fathers was by far the most effective cause 
in promoting English dissent. 
T hestupid 
proposition, inherited from them, that ‘it 
makes no difference w hat sect one joins, 
because all are trying to get to heaven,’ 
obstinately 
presents 
itself 
everv dav 
among the common people, and is the fer­ 
tile cause of indifference and frivolity in 
religion. 
One likes ‘the Episcopal form’ 
best, but the Baptist is Hearer, especially 
for the children to go to Sabbath-scliool. 
Another was raised a W esleyan, but when 
the family moved to such a place the 
friends they made were chiefly Unitarians, 
and the m inister of that denomination 
called to see them and was verv nice so 
they joined his society. 
Every clergyman 
knows that this is no exaggeration of the 
ordinary state of things. 
Shall we per­ 
petuate it or make war on it? 
Shall we 
bandy compliments and exchange visits 
when we know that the effect will be to 
weaken whatever sense of responsibility, 
whatever exactness and fidehtv people 
may have, w hether they be of the church 
or dissenters? 
Indifference is what they 
will learn, not unity. 
A handful of sand 
is not a quartz crystal.” 
Of “ Lux M undi” the Church Times 
(London) says: “Such a volume demands 
most careful and thorough examination. 
Not even practised theologians can mas­ 
ter so formidable a work unless consider­ 
able tim e be given to the study, and the 
book be considered as a whole, no less than 
in detail. 
A few extracts, or even a single 
essay, furnish no sufficient basis upon 
which can be founded an estim ate of the 
ultim ate effect and tendency of any book 
whatever; 
while in the "case of ‘Lux 
M undi,’ the writers have worked from a 
common standpoint towards a common 
end, aud may therefore justly claim that 
their essays should be considered as a 
whole. 
For our own part, we do not share 
the alarm which has been felt in some 
quarters as to the consequences of this 
book. 
\\ e have sufficient confidence in the 
loyalty of the essayists to our blessed Lord 
and H is society, to believe that they would 
never willingly break with Catholic tra ­ 
dition, or ignore the*voice of the church; 
and to be sure that if it is indeed true that 
they have been hasty in opening doors to 
negative criticism, or unmindful of weaker 
brethren in employing certain phrases, or 
indiscreet in hypothetically adm itting cer­ 
tain conclusions, then, on "being convinced 
of their mistake, they will welcome the 
opportunity of correcting it. 
F arther con­ 
sideration and discussion are necessary be­ 
fore ‘the general m ind’ reaches a decision; 
and until then no action can be taken 
w ithout injustice.” 
The Churchman (P. E.) says: 
“ Lord 
Wolselev recently made an utterance, at 
the laying of the foundation stone of a 
church, which is in many ways rem ark­ 
able. 
Napoleon used to say that God was 
on the side of the strongest battalions. 
The impious audacity of the man whom 
V ictor Hugo remarked, in his own reck­ 
less way, il gene la Dieu, is a thing of the 
past, even among lighting nations and 
among fighters. 
General Wolselev said, 
on the occasion referred to, that not many 
years ago he had the advantage of speak­ 
ing w ith one of the greatest men in the 
G erm an Em pire, who was talking of the 
great work done by the German armv 
during the late war. 
H e spoke most en­ 
couragingly of the future, and with the 
greatest possible reliance on the courage of 
his own arm y. 
hen he spoke of France, 
who had been their enemy and would 
probably be their enemy again, he Hsed 
these rem arkable words : ‘W hat can you 
hope from a nation that has no faith" in 
it? ’ 
The General added that th at was the 
lesson he him self also had learned from 
history, and he hoped th at the church 
which they were building would be a land­ 
m ark of faith in the district, a center of 
civilization, teaching the young to love 
their God. 
The conclusion "that if right­ 
eousness exalts, faith preserves a nation’s 
life, is thus put forth calmly by im partial 
student# of war, as a cold deduction from 
historic facts, and even a nation of peace, 
like our own. may lay it to heart.” 


The American Hebrew says: “The insen­ 
sibility of some ostentatiously religious 
publishers and booksellers to ethical con­ 
ceptions which have, by heredi*y, become 
the common property of civilized men, 
without direct reference to religion, is 
simply astounding. As we recently pointed 
out, Mr. W anamaker, who, besides being a 
rich shopkeeper and Postmaster-General 
of the U nited States, is professionally re­ 
ligious in church and Sunday-school, has 
eugaged recently in a vast, active, and 
vigorous'campaign for the sale of a ‘pirated’ 
edition of the very costly ‘Encyclopedia 
Britannica.’ 
H e has the gigantic audacity 
to brazenly deferid his dishonesty in the 
following manner: ‘The American people 
have pronounced upon international copy­ 
right by the voices of their representa­ 
tives, aud the decision, although possibly 
erroneous, is binding until changed, both 
as to law and morals.’ 
I t would be ex­ 
tremely interesting to hear from the lead­ 
ers of Christian thought w hether this u t­ 
terance of the pious Mr. W anam aker 
really represents Christian moral stand­ 
ards. 
W e do not believe it. No reputable 
person not blinded by selfish interests 
could formulate such a diabolical doctrine 
as that a vote of the House of Representa­ 
tives at W ashington is the ultim ate test of 
tig morality of any given course of con­ 
duct. 
N othing could jiossibly he more 
subversive of right thinking and right do­ 
ing than the dissemination of such a 
groveling doctrine as this, that all acts 
and deeds are morally justified the com­ 
mission of which is not expressly pro­ 
hibited in the civil law. 
From this low 
phase of ethics it is but a step to that other 
principle which justifies all manner of 
evil—that is not discovered.”

The L i ring Church (P. E.) says: “At th e 
late London Diocesan Conference we get 
some interesting light upon the present 
status of the Revised Version of the H olv 
Scriptures in England.

Its public reading in church 
raised a spirit not of worship, but of c riti­ 
cism. 
The constant occurrence of frivolous 
and trum pery corrections was exceedingly 
annoying.’ 
This speaker certainly touched 
the vital point and exposed the true reason 
why the new version has not dislodged th e 
old in the services of the church. 
I t is 
not because it may not afford a more exact 
translation iu m'any places, but because in 
numberless places it has tampered with the 
venerable religious language with which 
the deepest and most devout feelings of 
our people are bound up. 
It was forgotten 
that what is called a literal translation is 
not necessarily the truest, and that very 
frequently precision and intelligibility are 
not identical. 
It is unquestionable that in 
numlierless instances the changes made 
have not improved the sense in the faintest 
degree.”

man Pedro Maneiz passed down the street 
humm ing a ditty, and moving at quite a 
lively gait, when one of the crowd re­ 
marked : 
‘T here goes the oldest man in New 
Mexico.” 
“How old is he ?” was asked. 
“W ell, sir,” continued the speaker, “you 
may believe it or not, but that man is 108 
years of age, and has been proven by 
records both in this country and old 
Mexico.” 
As this was quite a rem arkable age for a 
person to reach, the old man was hailed 
and asked to return. 
Upon closer view 
Pedro’s 
dried-up, 
shriveled form did not contradict th e 
speaker’s remarks in the least. 
In fact, he 
looked much older. 
H is skin was drawn 
tight al hi ut the femes, eyes well sunken, 
and chin and cheek bones protruding far 
out. 
H e wore on his head a M exican 
sombrero of prim itive make, which he has 
worn for thirty-three years, and yet it is 
whole and intact from rents and breaks, 
and affords protection from the hot sun. 
“How old are you, Pedro?” 
“W ell,” began the old man, “if I live to 
see the 6th day of next November, I will 
be 108 years old.” 
_ lie sat down in a chair, and, taking a 
cirgarette paper from his pocket, he pro­ 
ceeded to fill and light it. 
Some little dis­ 
pute arose as to the place of his birth w hile 
the old man was puffing at his cigarette, 
when he stopped them with : 
“You are all off; none of you are right. 
I was born in the City of Hermosillo, 
Mexico, on Guayruas Bay, in the year 
1782; moved with my father to the City of 
Mexico when.I was 12 years of age, where 
I resided till 1860, when I came here. 
I 
was a soldier during the war with this 
country, but during the siege and surren­ 
der was in the hospital. 
The morning the 
American troops came 
m archiug into 
town I went to the balcony of the house 
and watched them come in. 
They were a 
gay crowd; had music, and some of them 
would sing while riding along. 
Me and 
Ju an Dios Gonzales, that lives in Parral, 
Mextco, are the only two survivors to that 
never-to-be-forgotten time that 1 know 
anything about.” 
H e has clear sight and walks w ithout a 
cane, although he has two or three. 
H e 
lives mostly indoors, reading works fur­ 
nished him by the church hereon C atholi­ 
cism. 
H e can not rememlier the dates of 
the principal events in the history of his 
country, hut otherwise he possesses a very 
clear and distinct memory. 
H e came to 
Las Cruces, N. M., in I860, and took quite 
an active part in the Apache wars cul­ 
m inating later on. 
lie has one great 
great grandchild and a number of great 
grandchildren, 
Senor liifugio 
Annijo, 
residing in Socorro, N. M., being one of 
them.

The Fed­ 
eral authorities have forbidden it, but the 
people engineering the scheme declare 
that the Federal Government hus no juris­ 
diction over them ; that the Indian Terri­ 
tory is an independency, and that Acts Of 
Congress cannot affect it, except so far as

with its tribal governments was set up. 
The lottery is therefore to be drawn, and 
the case carried to the Courts if arrests 
are made. It is a very nice question, and 
its debate will have value in making pub­ 
lic the facts of the exact status of the In­ 
dian tribes in the Indian Territory, and 
the extent to which the Government of 
the United States has jurisdiction in that 
Territory. Probably not one man in fifty 
now has a correct idea of the relations be­ 
tween Federal and the local governments, 
so far as the Indian Territory is concerned. 


TnE Pioneer Association of San Fran­ 
cisco made a sad mistake in passing a Lot 
and ill-considered resolution of declina­ 
tion to celebrate Admission Day with the 
Native Sons. The resolution, with its 
scolding preamble, suggested the thought 
that the Pioneers have well nigh reached 
that stage where childhood is restored, in 
a sense. Certainly a more childish and 
undignified performance is not credited to 
any other organized body of men than 
that referred to. 
It was made clear by 
the debate and the resolutions that the 
majority of the Pioneers voting are jealous 
of the push and energy of the Native 
Sons, when they ought to take pride in the 
strength of the younger men and glory in 
their enterprise and fine spirit. 
When 
age thus forgets the days of youth it be­ 
comes a positive nuisance and ought to be 
relegated to bib-and-tucker atmospheres 
.The public rebuke to the San Francisco 
Pioneer Association was so general, severe 
and deserved that the members who voted 
in the majority beeaaie ashamed of them­ 
selves early this week, and a special meet­ 
ing has been ordered at which the “old 
boys” will apologize to the young men and 
confess that they made asses of them­ 
selves, went of! at a tangent without due 
cause, and assumed a state of affairs that 
did not exist. 
At the same time a mem­ 
ber of the young men’s organization ap­ 
pears to have contributed to so much of 
misunderstanding as existed, and his un­ 
authorized action is to be repudiated by 
the Native Sons. 
Thus all is to be made 
lovely and the celebration 1$ to go on 
swimmingly. That is right, but all such 
affairs leave their scars. If old men will 
mauifest the wisdom in deliberative bodies 
that gray hairs are supposed to represent 
there will be no such scenes as disgraced 
the Pioneer Association in San Francisco 
a few nights ago concerning the Native 
Sons affair, which it is to be devoutly 
hoped will never be paralleled in any 
representative California organization. 


NEVADA. 


Considerable feeling is manifested by 
Congressmen and Senators from Nevada 
over the press debate of the census revela­ 
tions of the low numerical condition of the 
population of that State. 
It ought not 
cause the Representatives of the Silver 
State annoyance. 
W’hat the census dis­ 
closes was well known long ago. 
Nevada 
is in a transition state, from the era of 
mining excitement to the era of stable in­ 
dustries of a varied character. She has 
falieu off immensely in population it is 
true, but her natural resources are even 
now superior to those of some other and 
older States. 
W hen water is married to 
her soil under irrigation systems for re­ 
clamation of arid lands she will have ca­ 
pacity for the support of millions, and that 
this union will be made is a certainty. 
H er mineral resources we do not believe 
have been exhausted, nor, for the matter 
of that, all discovered. 
Her climate is su­ 
perior to that of the North Atlantic coast; 
she lies directly in the path of healthy de­ 
velopment and the drift of population in 
its westward movement. 
That her plains 
will remain unproductive is absurd. 
The 
demand for their reclamation is but recent, 
but it is a demand that will as certainly 
have favorable action as any other that 
has been made for State development. She 
has given immense wealth to the nation 
aud when she shall have passed through 
the quiescent state of the present she will 
lie productive of still greater wealth. Such 
processes as are going on in her case are 
not rapid, and with her contiguity to Cali­ 
fornia, Oregon and other fertile States 
they will lie exceedingly slow. 
But the 
change must come. 
In the meantime she 
is a sovereign State of the Federal Union, 
aud there is no method for her undoing as 
such, nor should there be any thought 
of it.

V ast T racts o f L and in N ev a d a to be 
Irrigated . 
[From the Ban Francisco Bulletin ] 
Little is known, locally, regarding the ir­ 
rigation syndicate project mentioned in 
special Washington dispatches. It is known 
that a number of New Yorkers, as well as 
several Pacific coast men. are interested in 
the scheme, which is to have a capital of 
many millions. A Southern Pacific official, 
well informed on such matters, savs that 
without doubt Senator Stewart of Nevada 
is one of the originators of the project, 
which is nothing more or less than a gigan­ 
tic water company. Whether the project 
contemplates securing arid lands for irriga­ 
tion or simply arranging for supplying 
water for use by others for reclamation, is 
unknown, but the presumption is th3t at 
first only water-supply matters will be con­ 
sidered. Experience in Arizona and at 
some points in tbis 8tate has shown that 
ventures which supply land with water for 
irrigation are not as profitable, relatively, 
as are real estate projects which leave the 
water supply for the purchaser to arrange 
as best he may. That is. and Land Agent 
Mills of the Central Pacific is authority f(A 
the observation, there has not been the de­ 
mand of late for land with water, owing to 
the higher price necessitated, than for 
cheaper land where water for irrigation is 
to be sought for aftsr purchase. 
At a meeting last week of the Nevada 
State Board of Trade, F. G . Newlands, of 
this city, who is President of that body, 
laid that he bad been making a carelul 
study of the subject of water storage on 
both the Truckee and Carson rivers, and 
that it was his opinion that enterprises 
could be inaugurated either by the State or 
by water districts organized along each 
river wbich would open up to cultivation 
within five years at least 20,000 acres. He 
said that as to the Truckee river the ques­ 
tion of the storage of water had been al­ 
most solved; that outside of Lake Tahoe 
he had secured, with the approval of the 
local committee, almost all the reservoir 
sites essential to the completion of the 
storage system, and that when a water dis­ 
trict is formed by the incoming Legisla­ 
ture lie proposed to turn over such prop­ 
erties to the district at cost. lie said lhat 
he bad secured in addition to the storage 
system about 7,000 acres from the S'ate, 
which he proposed also to turn over to 
such district, and that he intended to pur­ 
chase more. As to the Carson river, he 
stated that water storage there is much 
more expensive than on the Truckee, but 
that ditches were much less expensive; 
that there were three excellent reservoir 
sites on that river, one in Douglas crmnty, 
another in Ormsby and a third in Lyou! 
which are capable of storing large quanti­ 
ties of water. He thought that the State 
Irrigation Commissioners ought to take 
hold of the matter, and should expend the 
$100,000 appropriated at the last Legislature, 
and such other sums as might be subse­ 
quently appropriated. 


NEW CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 


T h etr A rrival In 
th e M ark ets o f th e 
B a st. 
[From the Philadelphia Ledger.] 
The “Tragedy Prune” variety of plums 
from California is beginning to arrive. 
They are of good size, oblong shape and of 
a beautiful blue color. A. B. Detwiler, of 
South Front street, who is largely engaged 
in the California fruit trade, says these 
plums promise to be the best favorite va­ 
riety grown. They sell at present at Irom 
$4 to $4 50 a box of about one-third of a 
bushel. The well-known egg and green 
gage plums, of a size that California only 
can produce, are also coming in. They sell 
at a dollar less a box than tbe prune plant. 
Bartlett pears from California are also be­ 
ginning to arrive. They are of a size usual 
at the commencement of the eeaaoD, bnt 
advices are to the effect that the main crop 
will be finer than ever this year. Peaches 
were rather ecarce last week, on account of 
the prevalence of hot weather in the West, 
the journey over the plains to Chicago 
causing them to rot badly on this account; 
but, as the heated wave is over, they are 
expected in full supply and of increased 
sizs and improved quality in tbe course of 
a few days. Those in market duriDg the 
week sold at $2 75 and $3 a box. 
The apricot season is nearing its end. and 
the supply now in the market is said to be 
the finest yet received. 
Owing to their 
scarcity the price has advanced to $2 50 and 
$2 75 a box, and may be higher yet. Cher­ 
ries from California are aiso about over, 
after a season's supply of tbe largest in size 
and qnautit.y better in quality and cheaper 
in price the East has ever received. 
Nec’arines are about due and grapes are 
looked for in about ihree weeks. It is said 
that the fruit cropsof California were never 
larger than they have been this year. 


F irst M ississip pi S team er. 
In the year 1811 Nicholas J. Roosevelt 
built a steamer at Pittsburg, after first get­ 
ting a permit from Fulton and Living­ 
stone.

Roosevelt and 
his 
family, with an engineer, pilot and six 
deck hands, left Pittsburg October 11, 
1941, and reached New Orleans two weeks 
later. 
When the New Orleans rode down 
the Ohio and out into the broad waters of 
the Mississippi that October morning sev­ 
enty-nine years aeo, she marked a new i 
era in the history of the “Great West.”

and dance-hall hangers-on spewing the 
filth and abomination of language into the 
air, aud what happened .”’ 
“Yon know.” 
“Yes, I do. The property-owners abso­ 
lutely had the cheek to hire an attorney to 
come before tbe Trustees to fight our re­ 
quest.”

D e e d s o f B lo o d th a t S h o ck ed t h e C oun­ 


try—S u tter’s D ick er w ith th e R u s­ 


sia n G overn m en t. 


A horrible and brutal murder was com ­ 
m itted at Tenth and J streets, in this city, 
on the ICth of July, 1860, by som e person 
then unknow n. 
The victim was Matthias 
W etzel, who had for several years kept a 
saloon in that locality. 
W etzel was found 
lyin g dead on the floor of his bedroom at 
an early hour in the morning, and the 
appearance of the room indicated that a 
desperate struggle had taken place. 
W et­ 
zel’s body bore several knife wounds. 
J. 
A. Griesel, w ho knew the deceased w ell 
and was familiar with his affairs, said that 
the murderer m ust have secured about 
$2,000 in m oney w hich W etzel had kept in 
his room, including $300 belonging to him ­ 
self (Griesel.) Suspicion rested on a stranger 
w ho b..d been noticed hanging about the 
place for som e days. 
A few days afterward a man was arrested 
at V irginia City on suspicion of being the 
murderer o f W etzel. 
H e gave his nam e as 
W illiam W ells. 
This was the m an who 
killed the officers and m en returning with 
him to this city to be tried for the Wetzel 
m urder—a deed so horrible that it created 
a sensation all over tbe Union, and the 
remembrance of which will never be effaced 
from the minds of all Sacram entaos o f that 
tim e. 
On the afternoon of W ednesday. July 
23th Deputy Sheriff Wharton o f Sutter 
county and George Armstrong of Virginia 
City left M arysville with the piisoner en 
route to this city. 
W hen they reached 
Nicolaus they were met with the news 
that a large mob of W etzel’s friends were 
watting for the arrival ot the party by 
stage for the purpose of lynching W ells. 
The officers then decided to wait till a 
posse from this city should com e to their 
aid, but when Captain Deal arrived at N ic­ 
olaus be learned that W harton and Arm ­ 
strong had engaged a man named W . C. 
Stoddard to drive them to Sacramento in 
an open wagon. 
This party left Nicolaus on W ednesday 
evening by the river road, hoping to elude 
the mob. 
A t half-past 10 o'clock they ar­ 
rived at a point about a half-m ile from 
Sw ift’s bridge, at tbe m outh of the A m eri­ 
can river. 
Stoddard 
was 
driving and 
W harton sat beside him . 
In the bed of 
the wagon sat the prisoner, w hile A rm ­ 
strong was lying asleep beside him . 
Just 
then Stoddard remarked to W harton that 
they were near the city and he had better 
awaken Armstrong. 
As W harton turned 
to do so he saw W ells make a quick m ove­ 
m ent, and at the sam e instant received a 
pistol shot in his right side, which threw 
him off the wagon upon the horses’ heels. 
In another instant the driver was shot 
dead and he also fell from the wagon. 
Then, with the rapidity of lightniDg, 
W ells fired upon and killed Armstrong, 
who had just been awakened by the noise. 
By this tim e W harton had recovered him ­ 
self som ewhat, and although faint and 
weak he fired upon W ells, w ho had started 
to run away, but who returned the fire as 
he ran. one bullet striking Wharton in the 
thigh. 
The murderer managed to escape 
into the brush, but is thonght to have been 
wounded by W harton, and there are not a 
few persons w ho believe that he died in the 
underbrush in that locality. 
The story at the tim e was, however, that 
he had been tracked to the river, where he 
stole a boat aud descended to a point near 
the scene of the tragedy; that he then 
rilled Armstrong’s body of tbe m oney and 
other things taken from him (W ells) when 
arrested, and that he worked his way into 
th /c ity and was for a tim e secreted. 
Soon after the terrible tragedy Wharton 
managed to reach the city and gave the 
alarm, and several officers hastened to the 
apot and brought in the body of Stoddard 
and Armstrong, who was not then dead. 
H e lived 
O D ly about an hour, however. 
The bells of the city were rung, and great 
crowds of people began to gather at the 
police station, and soon the news of the 
horrible crime had spread throughout the 
city. 
Men went out in all directions to 
look for the triple murderer, and m any 
tim es it was reported that citizens were on 
his track, but W ells was never caught. 
That was thirty years ago, and in these 
yeais scores of m en have been arrested in 
various parts of the U nion on suspicion of 
being W ells, the murderer, but the right 
m an was never caught.'" Som e years ago a 
Santa Barbara man, who claim ed to know 
W ells, insisted that he saw him there, but 
when the Sheriff came to look for the out­ 
law he could not be found. 
If W ells did 
escape the ballets from W harton’s pistol, 
he has donbtless long since died on the 
gallow s or in som e prison, as he was a 
creature who could not long keep from the 
com m ission of crime. 
W harton 
finally 
died of the wounds received at the tim e 
referred to above, m aking four victim s, so 
far as known, of the “Murderer W ells.” 
There was considerable discussion 
then going on in the press over the facts 
attending the sale of Kussiau possessions 
on the coast near Bodega, Sonoma county, 
to Captain Sutter, in 1841, and an enter­ 
prising San Francisco paper, the Telegram, 
unearthed the follow ing original agree­ 
m ent between the Russian agent, 1’ierre 
Kostrom itinoff, and Sutter. 
It was written 
in French, and reads, as translated : 
We, the undersigned, Pierre Kostromitinoff, 
Agent of th e Russian Am erican Company, a 
citizen of Upper Caliloruia. being duly author­ 
ized as Governm ent A cent on the banks of the 
Haeram euto river, and Captain J. A. Sutter, in 
accordance 
w ith a previous understanding, 
have signed the following articles of agreem ent. 
A r ic le l. It is agreed th at the Russian A m er­ 
can Company in evacuating Ross, w ith the full 
consent of his Majesty, the Em peror of all the 
Russies, cedes to M. de Sutter all the (establish- 
m nts; th at exist on the coast of New Albion, 
at the port of Bodega, and to the northw ard at 
the saiil [>ort at Ro-s, excepting tlw land, accord­ 
ing to the inventory duly signed by the two i>er- 
sous above m entioned. 
A rticle 2 
It is agreed th at the price ot all 
these [establishm ents] shall be #30.000, to be 
paid by M. de Sutter, w ithin four years, reckon­ 
ing from the year 1842. 
A rticle 3. It is agreed th a t the paym ent of 
th e said sum shall be m ade in country produce 
for the first three years, to wit: #5,000 each for 
th e lire; and second years, tlO.OOO for the th ird 
year, and for the last 810,000 in cash. 
A rticle 4. It is a g r e e d th at M. de Sutter will 
have r e a d y a u d on h a n d , in the t i m e S D ec itle d 
in Article 2, during the first two years, country 
produce in the quantities below m entioned:

than a State reputation as a wit and prac­ 
tical joker, was referred to in the local 
papers, even thirty years ago, as “our face­ 
tious friend.”

Articles 5, 6, 7 and 8 provide for the m an­ 
ner in which tbe produce shall be delivered 
at San Francisco to the Russian ships.

S om e S crim m agin g A b ou t th e P o lls, b u t 


N o S eriou s C onflicts — A 


R h o a d s V ictory, 


Yesterday witnessed one of the m ost 
spirited primaries that has occurred in this 
city for m any years, at least am ong Re­ 
publicans. 
Two sets of delegates were 
voted for in all the precincts except the 
first and Becosd, where there were no con­ 
tests whatever and all went sm oothly. 
It used to be the First Ward that fur­ 
nished the liveliest (as well as the bitterest) 
contention, but this tim e the Third Ward 
was accorded that distinction. The polls in 
Precinct No. 3 were early surrounded by 
tbe workers for the contending factions, 
and as the afternoon progressed the con­ 
test became very spirited. 
Both sides had 
gathered their most experienced m anipu­ 
lators, and m any wrangles took place. 
T he officers o f election at this polling 
place refused, to conduct the election under 
the provisions of the election law. but fol­ 
lowed the instructions of the Central Com­ 
m ittee 
regarding 
the qualifications 
of 
voters. 
The result was that many old citi­ 
zens were disfranchised because of having 
removed from tbe precinct since they were 
registered. 
At other polling places their 
ballots were refused also, they being told 
that they m ust go back to the Third Pre­ 
cinct. 
Several citizens were thus sent back and 
forth and had their ballots rejected at each 
place. 
The challengers in the Third Precinct 
were som ewhat noisy, and at one lim e a 
dispute arose over a challenged vote which 
came near precipitating a general fight. 
Men screamed, and yelled, and swore, and 
pulled and hauled one another in an ex­ 
cited manner. 
Chief of Police Drew ar­ 
rived w hile the trouble was in progress, 
and ordered officer Frazee away from the 
polling window, telling him to confine his 
efforts to keeping the peace. 
This the 
officer claim s he was doing, and that he 
was not acting as a challenger for the “un­ 
town” faction, as was alleged. 
Grove L. Johnson, who took a very active 
part as challenger for that elem ent, was ar­ 
rested by officer Stafford on a charge of dis­ 
turbing the peace, on com plaint of W. P. 
Harlow. 
Mr. Johnson went to the police 
station, put up a deposit and returned to 
the polls. 
- 
Voting was greatly impeded in the Third 
Precinct by the crowds of excited workers, 
challengers and voters whose ballots were 
rejected, and it looked as if m any voters 
would have no opportunity to deposit their 
ballots. 
There was less excitem ent in Three-and- 
a-Half, Four and Four-and-a-H alf Pre­ 
cincts, but som e lively work was done in 
all of them . 
There were a number of lively “scraps” 
daring the day. 
A t the polling place at 
N inth andK streets a couple of professional 
pugilists, named Avery aud H urley, got 
into a row and had a red-hot rough-and- 
tum ble fight on the Bidewalk, but were 
separated. 
They then adjourned to the 
back-room of a saloon to fight it out, and 
Hurley was worsted, his adversary throw­ 
ing him over his head and giving him 
such a fall that he was w illing to quit. 
At the Pavilion polling-place Jack Har­ 
ris, w ho was som ewhat "loaded,” and a 
little fellow named James Brady had a 
fight. 
Harris is m uch the larger of the 
two, but those who witnessed the “debate” 
said the little fellow had rather the best 
of it.

duction o f water at the present tim e. 
The m ovem ent I propose is to 
ready 
for iis introduction, leaving the 
actual introduction to the conclusion* of 
the m inds, after observations of what other 
com m unities have doDe and are doing, and 1 
of arguments to be presented in the oonrse 
o f the consideration of the question. 
The alternative is the introduction o f 
water ourselves, as tim e w ill demonstrate. 
If introduced in ditches by rich companies 
there w ill be no way of getting it in ex­ 
cept by paying the prices that these bodies 
place upon it. 
In som e localities in tliis 
State it has been shown that a m iner’s 
inch of water w ill irrigate about seven 
acres of land. 
In oar county, if a man 
owns twenty acres, it would lie sufficient 
if he owns three m iner’s inches of water, 
or stock in a com pany or corporation that 
would give him this quantity free for his 
farm. 
W hile a farm is not worthless without 
water, it is well known that it is at least 
three tim es as productive if it have it for 
use. 
T he water should attain in our coun­ 
ty the sam e status as the land, and be a 
part of it, and be bought and sold with it. 
To get snch a supply it is very important 
that we should be ready to avail of all op­ 
portunities. 
It is the history of other 
counties that water could be bought som e 
years ago almost for a song* bat its value 
not haviDg been then demonstrated the 
opportunity slipped away. 
The m ovem ents I would suggest, is to 
form the county into an irrigation district 
and be ready in the future, when other 
counties have demonstrated its wisdom— 
or when solid argum ent shall convince 
people of its importance— to secure from 
those having water for sale, say in ditches, 
what we m ust pay more for if we neglect 
such preparedness. 
It will take som e tim e to convince our 
citizens that irrigation by ditches w ill not 
produce sickness. 
It w ill be hard work 
to convince m any that windm ills, horse 
and other powers w ill not be better and 
cheaper than having the water turned in a 
stream by our doors. 
It may be a difficult task to induce men 
to own one inch of water for every seven 
acres o f land, and to convince them that 
theiein mat’ be the differences between yeo­ 
m en and tenants. 
W hile the light is being stricken out by 
argument and expression, it would be well 
and inexpensive to prepare for an emerg­ 
ency by forming a” irrigation district, and 
when we shall have reached wise conclu­ 
sions, we will be ready for aclion. 
These arguments can be presented and 
observations made better before the tim e 
comes for aclion than afterward; aud be­ 
sides, when the tim e and opportunity 
comes for action people may not linger 
w hile we debate it, and hence suffer their 
irrej.arable loss.

The Ventura Asphalt Company has just 
completed the laying o f a splendid piece of 
sidewalk on the west side of Fourth street, 
between K and L.

structible. 
If the old plank walks of the 
city could be replaced by cem ent, or by 
asphalt o f such quality 8s that laid on 
Fourth street, the effect would be magical. 
This asphalt has also been laid in the 
stable of J. W. W ilson, where vehicles are 
washed, and thus prevents the wetting and 
rotting of the wood-work. 
The expense 
for walks is hut little more than that of 
ordinary planking, and not as great as that 
of nariow and dressed pine strips, such as 
have been laid in front of som e business 
houses on J and K streets. 
Tbe 
general 
introduction of asphalt 
would work a great im provem ent in the 
city, as it can be laid at such sm all ex­ 
pense. 
Thoee whose means enable them 
to lay cem ent walks can do so, but there is 
a large class w ho put up with rough 
wooden walks because of their inability to 
stand the expense of cem ent. 
This objec­ 
tion cannot, however, be urged against 
asphalt, aud it should be substituted lor 
wood.

General orders have been issued through 
the Adjutant-Geuerai’s office, giving the 
reasons why the Governor, as Commander- 
in-Chief of the N. G. C„ has disapproved of 
the Court-martial 
proceedings, 
findings 
and sentence in the case o f Colonel W. II. 
H . Russell of the Seventh Infautry, and 
ordered his release from arrest. 
The Court-martial, it w ill be rem em ­ 
bered, was convened in Los Angeles, and 
Colonel Russell was found guilty of the 
first, second, third, fifth and sixth charges, 
and not guilry of the fourth charge, and 
then sentenced to be discharged from the 
service of the N. G. C. 
Colonel Russell w ill not be allow ed to 
return to the service, however. 
The Gov­ 
ernor has determined upon that irrevoca­ 
bly, even to disband the regiment if neces­ 
sary to keep him cut of the service. Col­ 
onel Russell has, therefore, been given the 
choice of retirem ent or resignation in the 
follow ing lauguage : 
The evidence adduced in this case shows 
great careles ness in the perform ance of his 
duty by colonel Russell, au d negligence in the 
m anagem ent ol the financial affaire of his com ­ 
m and. running through a long term of years. It 
als > shows a w ant of respect for superior author- 
iiy and a disposition to disobey law ful orders. 
I’etiiions from a large num ber of i he officers and 
enlisted m en o f his regim ent have been received 
at these headquaiters, asking th at the sentence 
of the Couit in bis case be carried into etlect, 
and th at he shall be discharged from the táate 
m ilitary service.

S a n F r a n c isc o , July 19th.—Professor Da­ 
vidson of the United States Coast and Geo­ 
detic Survey has received a letter from As­ 
sistant Gilbert, from Crocker, dated July 
17th, stating that tbe party working on the 
road reached Soda Springs by the pass to 
M ount Conness on Monday, July 14th. 
The Tnolum ne river was high and not 
fordable at the usual crossing. 
It was 
necessary to go further up the river and 
cross on a sheep bridge. 
From Soda 
Springs the road was up a moderately east 
grade to the sm all lake 1,800 feet below tbe 
sum m it, but traveling was very difficult, 
because tbe suow surface was full of holes 
from six to eighteen inches deep, rendering 
the footing uncertain. 
Captain Gilbert, 
W inston, Lambert and the foreman in tbe 
party reached the lake, only seven miles 
distant, in five and three-fourths hours. 
From there Gilbert and W inston reached 
the sum m it in two hours, over a very steep 
trail. Nevertheless the party hopes to es­ 
tablish the upper camp about 200 feet be­ 
low the sum m it of the m ountains and a 
quarter of a mile from the observing sta­ 
tion. 
The peak upon which the station is 
fixed is very raggeo. and the sum m it only 
ight feet across. 
There is a very danger­ 
ous, sharp ridge leadiüg to this point, 
along which it may be necessary to blast 
out rocks and affix a life-line. 
In return­ 
ing from the upper lake the party sought 
a new road, but they came across a very 
dangerous cliff and were in jeopardy of 
tneir lives until they retraced their steps to 
the old trail, and only regained the river 
late at night. 
Accommodations will be ready for the 
Professor at the top by the end of next 
week. Two men are kept constantly with 
tbe wagons shoveling snow, and there are 
three four-horse teams hauling. Four or 
five days’ work D e x t week will bring every­ 
thing up to the springs. Some miscalcula­ 
tions were m aae as to provisions for the 
party, which were intended to last for 
three m onths, but will only last three 
weeks. 
Tbe snow is going fast around 
W hite Wolf, where m uch difficulty was 
met with. 
It is now nearly gone. Snow 
H at, under M ount Hoffman, is still very 
bad, but there will be little left by the time 
the Professor comes up. The altitude on 
M ount Conness did not bother the observ­ 
ers m uch. They were nearly exhausted 
when they reached the top, but recovered 
after a rest. They think the Professor will 
be agreeably disappointed in this respect. 
All the party, with the exception of Mr. 
H arford, were well. H is foot was badly 
swollen from shoveling in the snow. 
Professor Davidson is now growing rest­ 
less and will most likely leave on Monday 
m orning to join the party.

All through the night a force of 
men was busy cleaning out the water and 
debris from the building. 
A force of fifty linemen w ent np and 
down the poles, flitted abont the streets 
with lanterns like so m any steel-sparred 
firefiys. Ail through the night miles of 
wire were stretched and instrum ents at­ 
tached. which clicked in a m erry way as if 
nothing had happened. 
W hen morniDg 
dawned fifty wires had been ra n into 415 
Broadway, as m any operators had fingers 
on the keys, and messages were clicking 
off in the usnal way. Up to noon work 
has been going on unceasingly,'and tbe 
officer in charge said there would be no 
let up until everything is repaired and the 
company able to handle all the business. 
Throughout the metropolis the great fire 
is the talk of the day. Thousands of peo­ 
ple who came up Broadway this morning 
stopped on the pavement long enough to 
survey the ruiDS. The interior of the 
structure took on ai^ appearance of a bee­ 
hive. There were several hundred operators 
in the office in the basement who had 
come to be assigned to the different tempo­ 
rary stations throughout the city or neigh­ 
boring points where a large am ount of 
telegraphic business was being handled. 
The Associated Press is still located in Jer­ 
sey City, guests of the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road, and will probably rem ain there until 
some tim e next week. A gang of workmen 
is busy at 415 Broadway, preparing a tem ­ 
porary hom e for the Association, which it 
will occupy nntil the burned building is 
repaired.

W a s h in g t o n , July 19:h.—After fighting 
three days over irrigation matters, the Sen­ 
ate finally sat down on Powell, Director of 
the Geological Survey, by elim inating from 
the civil sundry bill an appropriation of 
$777,000 for irrigation surveys. Stewart 
finally got the upper hand of Powell, 
though for a while the latter seemed to 
have things his own way. 
There is m uch regret expressed here 
am ong W esterners that there should have 
been so m nch dissension over irrigation 
m atters. The differences existing between 
those high in authority has had the effect 
of sacrificing a handsom e appropriation 
for irrigation purposes. 
Both sides of the qnestion have been so 
well argued by well posted men, that it is 
bard to determ ine just w hat plan would be 
best, but the impression prevails here that 
either Powell’s or Stewart’s plan would 
have been far preferable to the existing 
state of affairs—no appropriation at all. 
However, the discussion has brought 
about one good resnlt, viz , the repeal of 
the law of October, 1888, which reserves 
irrigable lands from settlement. 
Many 
filings have been made apon the lands 
susceptible of irrigation, notw ithstanding 
such a prohibitory law, and decisions in 
these cases have been held up by the Com­ 
missioner of the Land Office for reasons 
best known to himself. Application to 
him for a decision in cases such as this 
have repeatedly been made to him , but he 
has invariably answered that a decision 
w hich would affect thousands of such 
cases would soon be handed down by At­ 
torney-General Miller, to whom m atters 
have been referred. 
Pending this decision 
the filers on such laDds have been put to a 
great deal of annoyance and inconvenience. 
By the terms of the am endm ent adopted by 
the Senate to-day this obnoxious law of 
October 2, 1888, is repealed. 
A California Associated Press reporter 
saw Colonel H inton last night and asked 
him tbe prospect of the am endm ent being 
adopted by the House, and he was very 
confident that the am endm ent would be 
adopted. 
The correspondent also talked 
with others, and the concensus of opinion 
appears to be this: Cannon, Chairm an of 
the House Appropriations Committee, is a 
warm friend of Powell, and has stood by 
him through thick and tbin, and he will 
probably be averse to the Senate amend­ 
ment, but a majority of the committee are 
just now feariul that a deficit may occnr, 
and therefore will be glad of the chance to 
save $777,000. The bill as amended will 
probably be acted on by the House in a very 
few days. 
’ 
Filers on land since October 2,1889, will 
be secure in their claims if the House 
adopts the am endm ent, and it is not 
thought here th at any additional filing of 
papers will be necessary. However, thi3 
point is in some donbt.

INTERVIEW WITH COMMISSIONER GROFF. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 19th.—The California 
Associated 
Press 
correspondent 
called 
upon Commissioner Groff to-day to find 
out, if possible, w hat effect the repeal of 
the law reserving irrigable lands from 
entry would have upon tbe filings already 
made in violation of the law. 
Commissioner Groff was of the opinion 
that the Senate am endm ent to the sundry 
civil bill, which throws open the irrigable 
land to settlem ent by repealing the Act of 
October 2, 1888,' would be adopted by the 
House, 
j 
“ W ill those who made filings since 
October, 1888, 
have to take out 
new 
papers, or will the former entry hold 
good ?’’ asked the correspondent. 
Mr. Groff looked puzzled. 
“T hat’s a 
hard one,” said he. 
“The fact is, I have 
had no tim e to give that m atter considera­ 
tion as yet, but after the am endm ent is 
adopted by the House I suppose a ruling 
by the departm ent will be in order. 
As a 
private citizen, and not as a Commissioner- 
General of the Land Office, m y opinion 
wonld be that the former entry would hold 
good, although the Attorney-General ren­ 
dered an opinion, which was accepted by 
the Interior Departm ent, which makes 
invalid all entries made upon irrigable 
lands after October, 1888.” 
“ I was not aware that such a decision 
was made,” said the reporter. 
"Oh, yes,” said Mr. Groff, “you will find 
it in executive documents which went to 
the Senate onlv a few days aeo.” 
“ Would it not be a wise plan for filers 
since October, 1888, to make new entries in 
case the obnoxious law is repealed ?” 
“ I don’t think this would be necessary, 
besides it would involve a good deal of ex­ 
pense. They have already paid 25 cents on 
each acre, and if they made new filings 
this sum would be lost to them . Tbe in ­ 
tention of Congress in repealing the law is 
very plain. 
It was done in order to vali­ 
date the claims of those who filed ou these 
lands since October, 1888. There should 
have been a clause inserted in tbe Senate 
am endm ent which would settle this m at­ 
ter beyond doubt, but I think there will be 
no trouble about the matter, and that 
if those entering 
these 
lands 
have 
conlormed with 
all 
the requirements, 
they 
will 
be 
able 
to 
hold 
on 
to their claims. 
But remember, now, 1 
give you this opinion as a private citizen, 
and not as Commissioner of the General 
Laud Office.” 


U N IT E D S T A T E S B O N D S . 


A C ir c u la r from S e c r e ta r y YVlndom I n ­ 
v itin g P r o p o s a ls fo r T lie ir S a le . 


W a s h in g t o n , July 19th.—Secretary Win- 
dom issued a circular this afternoon that 
on Thursday, July 24tb, proposals will be 
received in the office of tbe Secretary of the 
Treasury for the sale to tbe Government of 
United States bonds of the Acts of July 15, 
1870, and January 20, 1871, for the purpose 
of supplying in part the requirem ent of 
ihe sinking fund for the current fiscal year. 
The circular of April 17. 1888, under which 
daily purchases of bonds have heretofore 
been made, is rescinded. 
In explanation, Secretary W indom said : 
“Owing to the recent light offerings of 
bonds, the surplus, has rapidly accumu­ 
lated, until now it is in round numbers 
$50,000,000, exclusive of $23,000,000 frac­ 
tional silver coin. Tbe recent Act of Con­ 
gress transferring 
$55,000,000 from the 
funds for redemption of national bank 
notes makes a large portion of this fnnd 
also available for the redemption of bonds. 
The departm ent is therefore in a position 
to retire a considerable am ount of ioterest- 
bearing obligations of theG overnm ent, and 
the advertisement issued to-day is simply 
intended to invite bond-holders to name 
the price at which they are wiliing to sell 
to the Government. The am ount taken 
will depend largely upon the prices at 
wnich the bonds are offered.”

W a s h in g t o n , July 19ih.—The House J u ­ 
diciary Committee listened to the argu­ 
m ent of Jndge Jam es O. Broadbead, of St. 
Louis, in opposition to the Senate bill pro­ 
viding for the application of the forfeited 
Mormon Church fuuds to the support of 
the common schools of Utah. 
Judge 
Broadhead's contention was that the bill is 
iu violation of the general law respecting 
charities, inasm uch as it proposed to divert 
from its legitimate purposes moneys sub­ 
scribed in aid of certain charities connected 
directly with a specific denom ination. He 
held that, although it was certain these 
charities had been declared Illegal, yet 
there were others among those specified, 
such as the support of the Mormon schools, 
which could legally receive the funds 
As 
the property is now in the hands of the 
receiver, he held the passage of the bill was 
unnecessary, and would prejudice the final 
decision of the Court.

Mrs. F. F. Fargo died yesterday m orn­ 
ing, after an illness of long duration.

Some years ago she married F. F. Fargo, 
who w hs no relation, but was at one tim e 
well known in California politics.

Bliss cottage, at Saratoga, NeW York, and 
got away with $10,000 worth of diam onds 
and jewelry. 
The cottage is occupied by 
Levi P. Morton, Vice-President "of the 
U nited States, and partner Bliss, and their 
wives. A reward of $1 000 has been offered 
for the recovery of the jewels. 
It is reported that the Sultan of Turkey 
lias held a grand council for discuasioD on 
the continued concentration of troops by 
the Russian Government on Ihe frontier ot 
A rm enia. The Minister of War, Ali Saib 
Pasha, advised that Arm enia be placed in 
a state of siege. 
Russia is pursuing the 
same course as in Bulgaria, arid is believed 
to be in some degree responsible for the 
unsettled condition of the country. 
On the arrival of the steamer Majestic at 
Queenstown Thursday, the customs in ­ 
spectors took four women into custody and 
had them rigidly searched. Their bustles, 
which were abnorm ally large, were fouDd 
to be crammed with tea, tobacco, spirits 
and other contraband goods. The goods 
were seized and the women locked up. 
Nothing is known about the passengers, 
except that they took passage at New 
York.

C o n v ic t J a m e s M a d ig a n D r o w n e d in th e 
A m e r ic a n R iv e r .

Jam es Maaigan, a convict sent to the 
Folsom Prison for five years for burglary 
committed in Sacramento, was drowned at 
the dam on Friday afternoon. 
He, with 
the riggers’ gang, had been at .*prk on the 
tramway, moving an engine across the 
river. 
He was warned by Captain M ur­ 
phy not to attem pt to cross ou the tram ­ 
way, and he came beck on the two cables 
to near the wing of the dam, which is out 
of warer, and rem ained there for some 
time, when he was seen to suddenly fall, 
striking just near the edge of the wing of 
the darn. The current instantly swept him 
over. 
He came to tbe surface some fifty 
yards below, nnd made a strong effort to 
reach shore, but w ithout avail, as he was 
evidently seriously hurt hy the fall. 
A lellow convict started to his assistance, 
but utter reaching tbe middle ot tbe river 
was compelled to return to save his own 
life. Madigsn finally weat down about 200 
yards below the dam.
